Up at Chicago 


Enthusiasm Marks Shows in Amphitheatre, Detroit and Other Cities; 
GM’s October Sales to Dealers, Consumers Hang Up Post-’29 High; 


Current Week’s Production Holds 


Off to a flying start, Chicago’s automobile 

Sales, Crowds show in the International Amphitheatre 

Up at Chicago, late Tuesday bid fare to eclipse previous 

Other Shows sales and attendance marks as the annual 

exposition entered the final few days of 
its eight-day run. Reports from ADN staff corespondents 
in other cities, where annual shows are in progress this 
week, indicated similar situations, with all hands enthusi- 
astic over prospects. 

At Detroit’s 37th annual show, reports from exhibitors 
revealed heavy buying among visitors. Opening-day at- 
tendance last Saturday hit 26,281, exceeding by more than 
3,000 the previous record set a year ago. While attendance 
showed a slight drop Monday, due to inclement weather, 
crowds jammed Convention Hall again Tuesday and offi- 
cials were optimistic that this year’s seven-day run would 
supplant 1936 in both attendance and sales. 


Meanwhile, final reports trickled in from exhibitors at 
the New York show, which ended last Wednesday, re- 
vealing that actual sales during the exposition were con- 
siderably higher than those of a year ago in the face of 
lower attendance. Similar reports from dealers in the 
Gotham area indicate the N. Y. show provided a powerful 
stimulus to sales in that part of the country. 


From Chicago late Tuesday, ADN’s staff correspondent 
reported unusual enthusiasm at the numerous automotive 
meetings being held in connection with the show this 
week. The show’s attendance, wooed by a spectacular 
“Fashions of the World” stage revue, is expected by show 
officials to exceed last year’s record 318,000.

Highest October factory sales since 
1927 were reported Monday by the Gen- 
eral Motors Corp. Sales to dealers in 
the United States and Canada, plus 
shipments overseas, reached 166,939, 
against 82,317 in September of this year and 90,764 in 
October, 1936. Sales for the first ten months totaled 
1,761,317, a mark for the period exceeded only by the 
record year of 1929. Sales in the first ten months of last 
year were 1,606,856. 

Sales to consumers in the United States hit 107,216 
during the month, the third best on record, as compared 
with 44,274 in October a year ago, and 88,564 this Sep- 
tember. Consumer sales for the first ten months of the 
year were 1,387,146, against 1,391,189 last year. This mark 
is also the third best in the corporation’s history. 


Sales to dealers in the United States during the month 
reached 136,370, a new record for the month, against 
69,334 last October. Previous high was 98,559 in October, 
1929. Sales in September were 58,181, while sales for the 
first ten months totaled 1,418,608, compared with 1,329,488 
for the similar period in 1936.

Strong at 89,968 Cars and Trucks 


Production of cars and trucks in the 
United States and Canada for the cur- 
rent week, ending Nov. 13, will hit 
89,968 units, according to ADN esti- 
mates. This total is slightly higher than 
the previous week’s 88,086, but under the 109,400 vehicles 
turned out in the corresponding week of last year. 

Although still far from peak operations, Ford will 
account for most of the rise currently, with about 4,000 
units expected to be run off assembly lines by the end of 
this week. This projection is more than double last 
week’s 1,500 but is only a portion of what the Ford output 
will be next week and later on. Coupled with Lincoln’s 
150 this week, the Ford group total currently is esti- 
mated by ADN at 4,150 units. 

Led by Chevrolet’s 28,000, the General Motors divisions 
expect about 43,960 units the current week, which is off 
slightly from the 44,255 produced last week and the 
46,200 turned out in the corresponding week of 1936. 
Buick plans for 6,210 for the week, Oldsmobile 4,750, 
Pontiac 4,000 and Cadillac-LaSalle about 1,000. 


Chrysler group’s total is also down slightly this week, 
with 22,200 units expected against 23,300 last stanza and 
23,700 a year ago. Of this total, Plymouth should turn 
out about 10,000 jobs, Dodge 7,000, Chrysler 2,800 and 
De Soto around 2,400. 

Hudson-Terraplane, with 3,100 projected, keeps in the 
van of the independents this week. Nash has 2,600 jobs 
scheduled, Packard 2,500, Studebaker 1,978, and Willys 
around 1,080. Graham has bumped its output to 100 for 
the week, double last week’s figure, while Hupmobile 
plans for 200, also an increase over last week. The 
miscellaneous group, according to ADN figures, will 


account for about 8,000 units.

Flint. — Buick’s October sales 
hit 18,009 units, an increase of 
7,828 cars, or 77 per cent over 
October, 1936, according to W. F.

New York.—Although opera- 
tions in the steel industry dropped 
7.6 per cent to 41 per cent of 
capacity, the lowest since July, 
1935, steelmakers are cheered this 
week by orders for 200,000 tons of 
new business. More than 45,000 
tons of this business was placed 
by the Ford Motor Co. for the 
building of a new press shop. Last 
week’s operation was at 48.6 per 
cent of capacity; last month, 63.6 
per cent, and a year ago, 74 per 
cent. 


Studebaker Record 

South Bend.— Arvid L. Frank, 
president of Studebaker Export 
Corp., announces that October ex- 
ports of Studebaker cars and 
trucks shattered all monthly sales 
records in the company’s history. 
The previous record was es- 
tablished in March, 1928, he said. 


Francis P. Garvin 

New York.—Francis P. Garvin, 
founder of the Farm Chemurgic 
Council of Dearborn, died Nov. 7 
in his home here. He was also 
president of the Chemical Foun- 
dation. The Chemurgic Council, 
in which Henry Ford has been 
interested, was formed to develop 
new and improved uses for farm 
products in the automotive, as 
well as other fields.

Following CIO’s setback in last week’s 
elections, United Automobile Workers 
officials settled down this week to 
further negotiations with Chrysler and 
General Motors over contract revisions. 
Locals in all GM’s plants in the United States will gather 
in Detroit this Saturday to approve revisions so far 
worked out in recent GM-UAW parleys and to draft 
“strategy” for future negotiations. 

Chrysler plant locals have been called to Detroit for 
a similar session on Nov. 27. Conferences have also been 
held between Chrysler and UAW officials for the past 
several weeks, looking toward revisions of the present 
contract. 

Meanwhile, the UAW will open negotiations with Gen- 
eral Motors of Canada on Nov. 16, seeking a unified 
agreement for all Canadian GM plants, according to 
Cc. H. Millard, UAW’s regional director in Canada. The 
agreement sought, according to Millard, will follow along 
lines of the American GM contract, except for modi- 
fications applicable to Canadian plants. The new agree- 
ment would replace the assorted contracts now in effect 
in each of the Canadian plants.

Based on reports from only seven states, 
October passenger car sales are estimated 
by ADN at between 175,000 and 180,000 
units, which would eclipse last year’s mark 
of 171,319 registrations. Because of the 
few states thus far reported, ADN believes that revision 
in the month’s estimate may be in order when a more 
representative group of states are heard from. 


The seven states accounted for so far report a total of 
11,903 registrations, compared with 10,753 in the cor- 
responding period of last year. With the latter figure 
representing approximately 6 per cent of the final total 
in October, 1936, this indicates that this year’s total will 
be somewhat higher than the 171,319 sales chalked up in 
October a year ago.

With only seven states accounted for thus 
far, ADN estimates truck sales during 
October at between 40,000 and 45,000 units. 
This would approximate the 41,220 regis- 
trations recorded in October of last year. 
Because of the small number of states so far reported, 
ADN feels that revisions may be necessary in the Oc- 
tober estimate when more states have reported. 

A total of 3,766 registrations have been reported by the 
seven states to date, as against 3,591 in the same period 
last year. Based on the fact the latter total represer 
about 8 per cent of the final October figure lastae 
is presumed that this year’s final total will b 
neighborhood of 42,000 units.
